If one give you a Watch or 
curious piece,the benefactor hath thethanks, the work- 
man hath the prayſe. There are more thankſgivers,than 
prayſers-oF God, becauſe rhough many taſte the bene- 
tr, yer-few taſte or ſee Godin it. 

And forthe digeſtion of a mercy beftowed,itis much 
according to the relliſh of tt. He that reliſhes onely tys 
own jnrereſt or good vir, rurns it ofrentumes inromar- 
rer:gf lolf-glory, ſecurity; 8c: bur he'that ſees God in 
it, The joy of the Lord is. his ſtrength , to make return of 
prayſcand ſervice. to God again.
